During pioneer days, the woodec 
land thruout Indiana contained white 
snakeroot in great abundance. Since 
then a great real of white sakcroot 
has been destroyed when the wooded 
area was cleared and cultivated hut 
there are still hundreds of woodland 
pastures in the Hoosier state that 
contain white snakeroot in sufficient 
abundance to be dangerous. 
How to handle the snakeroot is a 
problem. 
The most successful met­ 
hod is bv hand pulling and in th ; 
we are aided by nature since the 
roots of the plant are usually shal- 
ow and yield readily, while the bright 
white Howers that appear 
during 
September and October make the in­ 
dividual plants easy to locate. Henry 
Allen, a Clinton County farmer, or­ 
ganized 
a snakeroot-pulling party 
and each man was given a strip 111 
the 
infested 
woods to 
eradicate. 
Mowing white snakeroot is useless 
______ i_______________________ 


since the roots sprout readily. 
Where the job is too big to per­ 
mit hand pulling there are two ot­ 
her methods to choose from. 
Since 
hogs seem to absolutely avoid the 
plant and since experience in Ind­ 
iana indicate that cattle, sheep and 
horses are rarely poisoned previous 
to the first of July, it may be worth 
while to remove cattle sheep or hor­ 
ses from the infested pasture by the 
first of July after which the woods 
may be used for hog pasture.

timber the land can 
be 
listed under the forest tax reduction 
law providing such land is no lynger 
used for grazing purposes.

perhaps two or three cents per acre 
i tr year.

Schwartz Gives Tips In 
- 
Breeding For 200 Eggs 


“Breeding chickens for high egg 
production is in its infancy in Ind­ 
iana,* said Prof. L. H. Schwartz of 
Purdue 
University at the Farm ers 
Short Course recently. 
“There never 
was sueh a Kig demand as there is 
now, 
for 
males 
particularly, 
of 
known breeding. 
Large returns are 
in store for the farm er raising reli­ 
able standard bred birds. 
Selection 
is the kev note for success in any 
breeding enterprise.” 
It was stated that one essential 
for successful breeding was to have 
at least two pens, one for the ereed- 
ers and the other for 
fhe layers. 
Both males and females should be 
carefully selected and only the best 
used for breeding. 
The practice of 
using pullets in the breeding pen 
was condemned, while breeding from 
birds molting late in September, Oc­ 
tober and November was recommend­ 
ed. 
“These late 
molting .birds have 
proved 
to ! <* the best 
birds for 
breeding high egg production. 
A 


bird, in 
order to 
be a high pro­ 
ducer or a breeder for high pro ­ 
duction should be full-of-pep, also 
have plenty of capacity, have a deep 
body and long and wide back. Males 
and females should be kept as lopg 
as they bred and produce well. 
The 
desirable way of 
introducing new 
blood is by buying eggs or pullets. 
The inheritance of high egg product­ 
ion is transmitted through the m$le, 
and only known high producing dams 
should be used, said Prof, Schwartz- 
It was stated that when birds are 
not too closely related and are c a re ­ 
fully selected, well housed and given 
a well balanced feed,’ the improve­ 
ment of our flocks for egg product­ 
ion will take place.

Used Efficiently

and hqrse la bow combined 
contitute 47.4 percent of the cost of 
growing corn in the Five Acre Corn 
Contest of 19 23. 
These figures are 
based on a summary of records 
on 
139 farm s representing all sections 
of Indiana. 
“When the labor of men 
and horses is such an 
important 
item of cost in corn production, it 
is highly essential that this labor he 
used as economically as possible in 
order to insure the corn being pro- 
dueed at a cost such that a profit 
can be made on it”, declared M. H. 
Overton of the Farm Management 
Department 
of Purdue 
University 
who spoke before the Indiana Corn 
Growers Association recently . 
Much labor is wasted by growing 
crops in fields so small and irregular 
that labor cannot In* used efficiently . 
It was found that 'corn grown in 
fields 10 acres and smaller required 
25.7 hours of man labor per acre. 
Where the fields were larger, aver­ 
aging 33 acres, 17.8 hours of man 
labor were required to grow an a« *re 
of jeorn. 
Thus the waste of man 
labor was 
almost 
50 
percent by 
growing eorn in fields so small that 
men and horses could not work efli- 
ciently . 
Where different sized y ields were 
survey ed it was found that 30 per­ 
cent more labor was required per- 
aere 
on the 
fields on which 100 
bushels 
or 
more 
per acre were 
grown than on field's where 50 to 00 
bushels per acre were grown. 
This 
« lifferenee in labor oeeured largely in 
three operations. 
In (the first place, 
moro labor was require« ! to husk an 
acre of the high y ield than the low 
y ield 
This is to be expected. 
The 
remaining difference in the amount 
of labpr applied per acre came first 
in the m atter of seed bed prepara­ 
tion. 
Farm ers securing 100 bushels 
of eorn per acre or more used one- 
fifth more labor in preparing their 
Seed bdd than did farm ers securing 
a y ield of only fifty to sixty bushejs 
per acre.

must discover new methods of treat­ 
ing disease and saving our cows. We 
must also discover ways and means 
to prevent disease, to improve 
our 
feeding methods, and to avoid wa-le. 
We are living in an age of specializa­ 
tion, which means that we must pro­ 
duce more per unit. 
All of this requires knowledge and 
experience. The tax of ignorance is 
the large-t that we p at and unfor­ 
tunately, we get nothing in return 
for what we pay in this way. 
The agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions have done a great work 
not 
only for the farmer hut for the com­ 
munity and tin* country as a whole. 
They have developed improved meth­ 
ods of breeding and feeding and of 
-election. Th^v have saved farmers 


as the crop immediately preceding 
corn. 
In contrast to this, it was 
found that on the farms with low 
yields only two of the fiehls of corn 
were grown on land which produced 
a legume the preceding year. 
Four 
times as much stable manure Was 
used on high yielding farms as on 
the low yielding farms and 21 per- 


eent more of the men who secured 
high yields tested their seer than 
did the men who got yields. 
It was also explained that since 
individual production still exists in 
agriculture the most hopeful outlook 
for the individual farmer is for a 
high degree of efficient and economi­ 
cal operation of his farm.

Purdue Experiments Indicate Soy 
Bean Hay is as Valuable As Clo- 


ver Hay For Lambs 


THREE TESTS CONDUCTED 


Average Gain of Lambs Was A Lit- 


tle Under a Third of a Pound a 
Day—Ear Cora ExeeHs Shelled 


Lafayette, Ind., Feb. 12—"Feed- 
i» experiments at Purdue indicate 
that soy bean hay is as valuable as 
clover hay, and broken ear corn is 
equal to or excells shelled corn as 
feed for Iambs, according to 
the 


statement of F. G. King, in charge 
of experimental 'livestock feeding at 
the Purdue University Agricultural 
Experiment Station, -who marketed 
200 experimental lambs on the Chi' 
cago market last weelt for. $13.75.' 


The lambs marketed had been fed 


in eight lots for 80 days, three tests 
he'mg conducted with them. 
The 


comparisons made were between soy 
bean hay and clover hay; between 
broken ear corn and shelled corn; 
and between soys beans and soy 
Dean.,meal and cottonseed meal. All 
of the;lambs were fed a basic ration 
of/ corn and corn' silage and all re- 
ceived cloyer ; hay except one. lot 
which was fed spy bean hay. The 
average" grain of the lambs was a 
little under a third of a pound a 
day. 
. Mr. King says, "The trial compar- 
ing soy .beans, soy bean oil meal 
and cottonseed meal indicates that 
the whole soy Wans or meal have a 
value comparable to that of cotton- 
seed meal,, but other tests will be 
made along this line as well as with 
soy bean'hay and clover hay to fully 
e^stabHsb* the relative values.

PURDUE GATHERED FIGURES 


Haste >Labor Growing Crops hi SmaH 


Fields Where Labor Cannot Be 


Used Efficiently 


Man and loirse Habor combined 


contitute 47.4 percent of the cost of 
growing corn in the Five Acre Corn 
Contest of 1923. These figures are 
jased on a summary of records on 
L39 farms representing, all sections 
of Indiana. "When the labor of men 
and horses is such an important 
item of cost in corn production, it 
is highly essential that this labor be 
used as economically as possible in 
order to insure the corn being pro- 
duced at a cost such that a profit 
can 'be made on it", declared M. H. 
Overton of. the Farm Management 
Department of Purdue University 
who spoke before the Indiana Corn 
Browers Association recently. 


Much- labor is'wasted by growing 


crops in fields so small and irregular 
that labor cannot be used efficiently. 
It was found that'corn.grown in 
fields 10 acres and smaller required 
25.7 hours of man labor per acre. 
Where the fields were larger, aver- 
aging 33 acres, 17.8 hours of man 
labor were required to grow an, acre 
of (Corn. Thus the waste of man 
labor was almost 50 percent by 
growing corn in fields so small that 
men and horses could not work effi- 
ciently. 


Where different sized yields were 


surveyed it was found that 30 per- 
cent more labor was required per- 
acre on the fields on which 100 
Iwshels or more per acre were 
grown than on fields .where 50 to €0 
bushels per afre were grown. 
This 


difference in labor-oceured largely in 
three operations. In the first place, 
more labor wa» required to husk an 
acre of the high yield than the low 
yieldv This is to be expected. The 
remaining difference in the amount 
of labor applied per acre came first 
in the matter of seed bed prepara- 
tion. Farmers securing. 100 bushels 
of corn per aere or more used one- 
fifth more labor in preparing their 


ed he'd than did, fanners, securing 


a yield of only fifty to sixty bushels 
per acre. When it came td culti- 
vating, . the farmers with the high 
yield applied one-third more labor 
per acre, than did the men with the 
low yields. <' •

period 1923, per copy enclosed here- 
with. 


Mr. Meiks stated that

ust discover new methods of treat- 
ig disease and "saving our cows, yfe 
list-also discover ways and means 
o prevent disease,-to improve ^our 
ceding methods, and to avoid waste. 
We are living in an age of speeializa^ 


on, which, means that we must pro- 
uce more per unit. 
. All of .this requires knowledge-and 
xperience. The tax af ignorance is 
he largest that we pa$ and unfor- 
unately, we get nothing in return 
or what we pay in this way. 


The agricultural experiment 
sta- 


ions have done a great work not 
nly "for the farmer but for the com- 
minity and the country as a whole, 
'hey have developed improved meth- 
>ds of breeding and feeding and, of 
election. They have saved farmers 
f the •country1 millions of- dollars by 
iscovering the best methods of ap- 
lying fertilizers by determining -eon- 
itions under which ~new and valuable 
rops can be_ successfully grown, by 
tudying <srop rotation and the utili- 
ation of by-products, and by devcl- 
piag -mechanical devices that save 
abor and increase'efficiency. 


Much as the experiment stations 
ave done, research work is stiU in 
ts infancy. There are still greater 
Toblems awaiting solution. We must 
;elve deeper, we onust push further 
nto the unknown, we must devise 
iystems of farming that are more 
irofitable than the ones we are now 
using. The experiment statiors must 
lave increasing financial support to 
achieve these ends.
